April 17,—A correspond 
ent in this oily for a leading German 
newspaper has received an interesting 
private letter from Apia concerning 
events there in March, as viewed entire* 
ly from the German side of th© ques* 
tiou. The letter was written by a prom* 
inent Gerniau and is of interest in that 
it gives for the first time the German 
view of the state of things now existing 
in the Samoan inlands. 
I lie letter begins with a complaint 
that no regard whatever is shown by 
the British and American fotrcR toward 
the Germans. 
The bombardment had

the letter, was given the Germans, and 
the German consul generalI is still wait* 
iug for the official oummunication of fin* 
ccmmenoemeut of the bombardment.
